where else. Simultaneously, it 
will begin the extension of the 
supply lines to the thousands of 
village and rural homesteads 
which hitherto have been without 
electricity. These are big pro- 
jects, and we are at liberty to 
question whether they -will be 
completed as rapidly as 
Mr. Lemass seems to expect. The 
E.S.B,’s experts have. reckoned 
that, at the rate at which the 
existing supply lines were laid, in 
earlier years, the extension to the 
rural areas — involving 75,000 
miles of low-tension wire—would 
require 75 years. Mr. Lemass 
proposes to ask the Board—with 
the aid, apparently, of a greatly 
enlarged staffi—to do the work in 
ten years, and we hope that his 
request will bear fruit. The thing 
that matters, however, is to have 
plans perfected up to the last 
detail, in readiness for the day 
when materials once more are 
available. Nobody can tell what 
the condition of this world 
in general, or of Ireland in 
particular, will be in the years 
after the war; but it is virtually 
certain that every nation, great 
and small, will have to struggle 
hard for existence, let alone for 
prosperity. If Ireland is to 
struggle successfully, she must be 
in a position to produce more 
abundantly than she has produced 
in the past; and, as other small 
nations have demonstrated, she 
will find electricity a useful 
servant. Without it—or with an 
inadequate supply of it—she has 
been handicapped in the past. She 
would be mad to bear with such 
a handicap in the hard days 
ahead. 

The Shannon scheme has 
proved its worth during these five 
years of war. It bas not fulfilled 
the entire hopes of its originators 
—and probably never will fulfil 
them—but it has been the back- 
bone of this country’s supply of 
electricity, and Ireland would 
have been in a sorry way without 
it We are satisfied that every 
effort should be made, in this re- 

to rely on native resources. 

The supply of coal is an unknown 

quantity; even in Great Britain, 
whose stocks are supposed to be 
well-nigh inexhaustible, the 
tendency is to supplement coal- 

burning stations by hydro-electric 
generation. Water and turf are 
the two resources -which this 
country possesses in abundance. 
So far they have gone almost 
entirely to waste; but the time 
has come to harness them 

According to Mr. Lemass in 
yevterday'’s debate, Russia gene- 
rates 400,000 megawatts annually 
from turf—a considerable figure | 
in comparison with the Shannon’s 
86—and the technique is practised 
with success in Denmark, Ger- 
many and. other European 
countries. Our hope must be that, 
when once the bill is passed, the 
necessary contracts will be placed 
with the least possible delay, and 
that no time will be lost on the 
work of construction. Cheap light 
and power will make a world of 
difference to rural Ireland. In the 
first place, it will permit 
manufactories to be established 
in districts where only the 
barest means of subsistence 
exist at present. In the 
second place, it will cheapen the 
farmer’s cost of production, and 
point him the way to a far higher 
degree of efficiency. In the third 
place, we have little doubt that it 
will help to arrest the “ flight” 
from the land to the city. Rural 
conditions will be far less primi- 
tive when the average farmhouse 
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on exhibition, and deaths constantly

I is with regret that | say it but I 
cannot at this stage reply to the 
many telegrams and messages which 
have reached my lodgings on the 
question of my placing in due 
course my person at the disposal of 
the Irish nation in connection with 
the office of President. A few small 
technicalities would first have to be 
considered; 1 am not, for example, 
an Irish citizen, though this could 
readily be remedied by rushing a 
one-clause bill through Parliament. 
Moreover, I am extremely busy. 

There are, however, one or two 
observations I should like to make 
on the relevant Constitutional provi- 
sions. 1 regret to announce that the 
Constitution, your ultimate and 
fundamental statement of your Irish 
identity. and destiny, is an uncon- 
scionabdly careless document. Some 
of the English is bad and most of 
the Irish is disgracefully bad. More, 
the two languages frequently ex- 
press dissimilar and mutually re- 
pugnant meanings in stating what 
purports to be the same Article. An 
analysis’ of the document page by 
page will shortly appear in these 
columns: in the meantime, consider 
Article 4 (1), which deals with the 
minimum age limit of candidates for 
the Presidency. People think that 
one must be at least 35 years old, 
a figure apparently arrived: at by an 
arbitrary bisection. of the. Biblical 
three score and ten. Here is the 
Article in English: 

5 tizen who has reached 
his thirty-fifth year of, age is 
eligible for election to the office 
of President.” 

Consider the utter carelessness of 
that term “reached!” First, it can 
be argued that the absence of the 
complementary term “or passes” 
restricts candidature in the case of 
any individual to one year. Secondly, 
the word “reached” establishes 
clearly that one need not be 35 but 
merely 34! When one has reached 
one’s 34th birthday, one has then 
reached one’s 35th year. Was this 
then what the authors of the Con- 
stitution intended? Let us turn 
(puts on second pair of glasses over 
first) let us turn for enlightenment 
to the Irish version. Here is the 
same Article in Irish: 

Gach saoránach ag a bhfuil 
cúig bliadhna tríochad slán, is 
iontoghtha chun oifig an Uach- 
taráin é. i 
I will not trouble you with a dis- 

quisition on the colossal inelegance 
of the phraseology; I direct atten- 
tion merely to the literal meaning 
of these Irish words. Here is the 
exact English: 

“Every citizen who has com- 
pleted thirty five years, he is 
electable to the 
dent.” 

Thus, you see, you must have 
completed your 35th year-—reached 
your 35th birthday—to be eligible 
according to the Irish version. 
According to the English form 
of the Article first cited, you are 
game ball at 34! The Irish 
version prevails. The English ver- 
sion of the Arficle, which is the 
only one many people can read, is 
false and repugnant to the Con- 
stitution ! 

Let me conclude on another point. 
Why this unique age-limit intro- 
duced at all? The electors’ ane 
limit is twenty-one. Make no 
take about this—it is a dangerous 
negation of democracy to have 
masses Of the people voting in 
respect of an o om w 
they are themselves disqualified. 
This constitutional disability applies 
to over 40 per cent. of the total 

opulation—some 1,225,000 souls. 
Probably most of these people will 
not trouble to vote at all at a Presi- 
dential election; they will resent the 
implication that they are all un- 
imporant juveniles. A man or 
woman of ‘worth and distinction 
must be worthy and distinguished 
long before 30. ‘The present mania 
for prolonging adolescence into the 
forties—one sees si of it on all 
sides—must be cur If a man 
can be Prime Minister of oy “rr 
before he is thirty—remember Pitt?
